The optically clear elastomeric film 16 may be selected from one of the following types 
of elastomeric urethanes: polyether or polyester based aliphatic, polycaprolactate aliphatic, 
cycloaliphatic or aromatic, or any blend thereof, and certain elastomeric silicones. The 
elastomeric film 16 should exhibit the following physical characteristics. It is recommended to 
have an elongation or elasticity factor of between 100% to 1000%, a hardness over the range 
of 50 Shore A to 50 Shore D, a modulus of 1.0 to 15.0 MPa at 100% elongation and 2.0 to 50.0 
at 300% elongation, and exhibit a resistance to tearing or abrading with a clarity of optically 
transpar e nt transparency to provide optimum visual acuity. The drape 20 may be selected from 
any waterproof elastomeric or plastic material having a flexibility to collapse and extend in 
accordion-like fashion and have a thickness in the range of 1 mil to 5 mils. 
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
